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- ROADS 


Because the condition of our roads, directly or in- 
directly, affects the welfare of every one of you who are 
taxpayers and inhabitants of Sutton, this occasion is 
taken to acquaint you with some of the problems of the’ 
highway department. 

Since the earliest settlement of the town roads have 
been the most important matter of public concern, a 
“must’’ for the good of the town as a whole as well as 
for the benefit of each and every inhabitant. As; the 
years have gone by and our civilization has grown ever 
more complex roads have become increasingly essential 
to our community life. And, naturally enough, the 
maintenance of our highways is one of the largest items | 
of public expense. In 1946 there was spent on our town 
roads the following sums; from town appropriations, 
$4,181.46, gas money, $2,940.20, TRA, town appropria- 
tion, $948.00, state appropriation, $3,904.48, special 
appropriations, $490.83, making a-total of $12,464.97. 


While at first thought this sum may seem large, never- 


theless, when we divide it among our 68 miles of Class 
V roads it. is seen that it provides an average of but 
about $183.00 per mile for all the maintenance includ- 
ing snow removal (a very considerable expense in these 
days). 

In connection with the subject of snow removal we 
regret to report that a very serious break in a large cast- 
ing of the snow plow tractor was discoveréd this win- 
ter. While this was promptly patched up so as to make 
the plow available in case of need still it’ would seem 
that if the original casting would not stand the strain 
of use then no emergency repair would be likely to. 
Moreover the tracks on the tractor are beginning to 
break so that a new set will be necessary soon if-we 
expect the plow to be ready to meet the severe condi- 
tions which are possible at any time, the kind of con- 
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ditions that the older inhabitants have seen and which 
are the only reason for keeping such heavy equipment. 
The replacement of these parts would mean an expense 
of $1,500.00 or more and we would still have an old 
machine. This amount would make a very substantial 
payment on a new plow. It seers that we should at this 
time give this matter careful consideration. It should be 
remembered that no special appropriation for new’. high- 
way equipment has been made since 1935 when we 
bought our present tractor and snow plow. It has been 
suggested that a 4-wheel drive truck and plow might 
be more efficient under present day conditions because 
of the fact that it could get around to the widely scat- 
tered places where serious drifting occurs much more 
quickly and so more often thus keeping the roads open 
before so much snow can accumulate. 

In the consideration of expense it should be) noted 
that, in the present day trend toward higher wages, our 
highways could never be kept at their admittedly high 
level of excellence without a constantly increasing use 
of mechanical equipment. Especially was this true dur- 
ing the recent war years when man power.was unusually 
hard to get. For this reason it would appear that it was 
exceedingly good judgment of the part of our road agent 


~ to advocate the purchase of a power grader. While this 


machine was in good mechanical condition when pur- 
chased, now, after four years of use it is in need of 
considerable repairs and although it doubtless would be 
unwise to try to replace our two heaviest pieces of equip- 
ment at one time nevertheless it would seem good judg- 
ment at this time to make a start in that direction rath- 
er than to wait until the machinery gives out entirely 
perhaps at a time when it is most urgently needed. Dur- 
ing the past year we paid the last of our refunding notes 
so that it would appear that the town is in “a better 
financial position than for several years.

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REPORT OF THE CENTRAL SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
= ——-C—— — ? 


At the Sutton>School District annual meeting on 
March 9, 1946, a committee of six was elected to study 
the problem, of a central school. To have representa- 
tives from South Sutton and the seasonal residents the 
committee invited Mrs. Madeline Hurd and Mrs. Mar- 
jorie Rouillion to sit in. The committee’s objectives 
were to'determine the need for and the ability of the 
town to build and maintain a central school. The of- 
ficial report of the Central School Committee is present- 
ed herein. 

After a thorough study of the problem which was 


discussed with the school board, representatives of the 


State Department of Education, the State Planning and 
Development Commission, two architects, plus open dis- 
cussion in two public hearings, the committee submits 
the following findings: 

1. That our present and estimated school popula- 
tion warrants the consideration of a four room central 
school building. 

2. That modern school standards require at least a» 
four acre site for a four room school building. This 
minimum acreage would assure an adequate setting for 
the building, necessary space for parking and other fac- 
ilities in addition to ample provision for a school play 
area. : 

3. That the Harry Chadwick lot in Sutton is the best 
site suggested to date. | 

4. That the cost of transportation to a central school 
would be approximately the same as for the 1946-47 
school year ($4,748). 
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‘ 


5S. That the most suitable type of a central schoo! 
building would be a one story brick colonial style struc- 
ture containing four classrooms, a small auditorium for 
school use, a teacher-nurse room, a kitchen for prepar- 
ing hot lunches, separate sanitary facilities for boys and 


girls, book and supply room, boiler room and janitor’s.

6. That the cost of the Harry Chadwick school site: 


is $1,000. 


7. That the sale of the present school uildings and 


land would net the town approximately $2,300. 
8. Tha: .be estimated cost of a central school, fulh 


‘equipped, and including water supply, sanitary system. 
and grading around the building would be about $45,000.

10. That the estimated cost of operating a central

This increase 
is due to added cost of a janitor, janitor’s supplies, fuel, 
light, and a fourth teacher if needed. 


11. . That the following figures are based upon the. 


hopes of the committee that $20,000 can be raised by 
public subscription; that the town will vote the F. E. 
Nelson Trust Fund of $10,000 for school purposes; and 
the remaining $15,000 will be raised by town taxes 
through a bond issue. 


12. That to finance the $15,000 bond issue over a: 
period of fifteen years would cost the taxpayers approxi- - 
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9. That in the opinion of the committee the con- 
struction of a central school could be financed by raising

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mately $1,375 the first year and decrease $30 each 
year until paid. 

13. That the total cost of financing the bond issue 
plus the increased cost of operating a central school 
would be about $4,375. 

14. That providing the Legislature adopts the re- 
commendation of the State Department of Education, 
the increase in our equalization fund weuld be $5,800. 
This amount would be sufficient to carry the cost of 
the bond issue and the estimated increased expendi- 
ture of operating a central school besides leaving a sur- 
plus of $1,425 which could be applied to reduce the cur- 
rent school budget. 

_ 15.. That providing the $5,800 increase in the equal- 
ization fund fails to materialize, the cost of financing 
_ihe bond issue and the increased cost of operating a 
central school (totalling $4,375) would mean a rise in 
the tax rate of approximately 62/2 cents per $100 of 
valuation. . 

16. That the Committee understands it may be pos- 
sible to receive a $15,000 grant-in-aid from the federal 
government. 

CONCLUSION 


Based on the findings enumerated in this report and 
on other factual material, too numerous to mention, it 
is the unanimous opinion of the committee that a central 
school is urgently needed. Our children should be giv- 
en an opportunity to attend school in a modern building, 
sanitary, safe, conductive to good health and equipped 
with materials and apparatus essential to the best teach- 
ing. The State Department of Education is urging com- 
munities to improve their educational standards and 
some increase in the equalization funds will be available 
for this purpose. The Committee believes that the town 
could afford to build and maintain a central school. 
However, the whole-heafted cooperation of all residents 
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is GQ prerequisite to the achievement of this proposed ob- 
jective. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


ly That a committee (to be designated as the Cen- 
tral School Building Committee) including: one select- 
man, the school board, and the present Central School 
Committee, be elected to carry the study to completion. 


2. That the Central School Building Committee be 
authorized to accept gifts toward a building fund and to 
issue its receipts therefor as follows: 


“That the Central School Building Committee be au- 
thorized, for and in behalf of the Town of Sutton, te 
accept or to reject gifts of money, securities, land, ser- 
vices, and property of any kind from any donor to a’ 
Central School Building Project; to issue receipts to the: 
donors; to place these gifts in trust, as required by law, 
with the Trustees of Trust Funds of the Town of Suttony 
and to keep such records and accounts of the same in: 
such manner and form, as shall be legal and adequate.”” 


3. That at the 1947 annual town meeting, action be 
taken by the voters recommending the use of the F. E. 
Nelson Trust Fund of $10,000 for a Central School. 


4. That at the School District’s annual meeting in: 
March 1947 action be taken authorizing the Central 
School Building Committee to proceed with the con- 
struction of a central school the latter part of 1947, or » 
the early part of 1948, should conditions be right at that 
time. . 


5. That the Central School Building Committee be 
authorized to contact the proper federal agency to pro- 
cure all available funds for the planning and the con- 
struction of a central school. é 
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6. That any action taken in regard to building a 
central school be legalized in the 1947 annual town 
meeting if required by state law.

_ The expenses of the school district for 1946-47 have 
been higher than anticipated by the district meeting. On 
account of the increased number of pupils three schoois 
were opened in September 1946 instead of two as during 
the previous year. All pupils graduating from the 8th 
grade in June 1946 entered high school in September. 
There was also an increase in the cost of high school 
tuition. Teacher shortage caused additional increase in 
teachers’ salaries. On account of the cut of about $1,- 
000.00 made by the district meeting in the school 
‘board’s budget, which was already made very low, the 
district will end the school year about $2,000.00 short. 
This will be added to the considerably increased budget 
for 1947-1948. Those having a voice in skimping the 
budget should realize that the school board is in a bet- 
ter position than they to know and estimate the needs 
of the schools. vie 

In many parts of the United States teachers strikes 
have been in progress on account of the greatly in- 
creased cost of living. The needs of the teachers in 
this district are as great as in any other place in New 
Hampshire where a bonus of $200-$400 per teacher has. 
been'paid. Many districts have held special meetings 
‘for the purpose of raising money for a teacher’s bonus. 
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- The Sutton teachers, however, have not asked for.a 


special school district meeting to act on their request for 


an additional $300. They have signified their willing- . 


ness to wait until the annual meeting in March for ac- 
tion of the district. The citizens of the district should 


appreciate this consideration. 


The shortage of teachers will continue for some years 
longer, and will be more acute next year. A minimum 
salary of about $1800 will be received by beginners. 
One hope of relief for the taxpayer is seen; in, the bill 
for increased State Aid now before the Legislature. In 
the bill planned by Commissioner Fuller, Sutton’s share 
would be about $8000. We hope that everyone inter- 


ested in the advancement of education in the district- 


will work for the passage of this bill as submitted. . 
The need for a central school building continues, but 

many people in the district seem to have become con- 

scious of this situation. We hope that they will con- 


‘stitute a majority and that a new building may be con- 


structed as soon as conditions permit.
